Results of Smut Teats on Seed 


The amut diseases of wheat, oate 
and barley, especially those that are 
carried on the surface of the seed, 
cause heayy losses annually in 
Western Canada, To reduce these 
losses is the main object of the smut 
tests offered by Line Elevators 
Farm Service. In addition to 
rendering a distinct seed service to 
judividual farmers, however, tho 
examination of a large number of 
seed samples from many different 
points provides valuable informa- - 
tion in respect to the prevalence 
and distribution of smut diseases of 
cereals in Western Canada, 

Smut Test Resuits, During the 

. 1945-46 seed testing season, 6,069 
-wheat samples, 1,600 oat samples, 
and 1,602 farmers’ samples of barley 
seed from all over Western Canada 
were examined for the presence of 
surface-borne smut, On the basis 
of the smut test, the samples were 
rouped into three classes, (1) clean 
eA smut), (2) traee of smut only, 
and (3) more than trace of smut 
and definitely requiring seed treat- 
ment for smut control. “The per- 
centage of samples of wheat, oats 
and barley falling into the different 
smut classes is given in the ac- 
companying table. i

Conclusion, The results of these 


emut tests show that almost 10 per 
cent of the seed stocks of wheat, 
88.1 per cent of those of oats, and 
&@ per cent of the seed stocks of 
whee used by farmers in Western 
Canada in 1946 carried more than 
a trace of smut, and definitely 
required seed treatment for smut 
control. In the light of such 
evidence it would be difficult to 
exaggerate the seriousness of the 
smut situation in Western Canada,

AN INEXPENSIVE 
WAY TO SOFTEN 
OUR HARD WATER 


Gleichen is fast becoming famous 
for its hand water so the supervisor 
of home economics advice is not to 
use soap as a water softener. It is 
particularly 
during the present soap shortage. 
{When ever soap is used with hard 
water, it must first remove much of 
the hardness before the desired lather 
or suds for washing will appear, Even 
with moderately hard water a con- 
siderable amount of soap goes for 
softening and is destroyed as far as 
its cledning action is concerned, 
Equally undesirable, is the insoluble 
gray curd or scum which soap forms 
in hard water and which adheres w- 
fabrics and surfaces, 

Use a water softener before adding 
soap. The most vommon and least ex- 
pensive is washing soda, But washing 
soda must be used in correct amounts

For Democracy

Continued from last week) 

The home will always be the institu- 
tion that is primarily responsible for 
the development of character in the 
Ifie of childrpn. It would appear 
however, that we are living in an 
age in which too many parents have 
abdicated the supreme responsibility 
of parenthood ie., the moral and 
spiritual trainng of their children, 

Jean Jacques Rouseau in “Emile,” 
which is really a treatise on education, 
Says: ‘Let mothers vouchsafe to 
nourish their children and our manners 
will reform themselves. The attrac- 
tions of home life presents the bast 
antidote for bad manners. ‘When wo- 
men are once more true mothers, men 
will become true fathers and husbands 
He who cannot fulfill the duties of a 
father has no right to be a father. 
Not poverty, nor severe labor nor 
human respect can release him from 
the duty of supporting his children 
and educating them himself” 
‘Whether or not we agree with Rouss- 
eau: the primary responsibility for 
character education rests squarely on 
the shoulders of \the parents and can. 
not be delegated to either the schools 
or the churches, These inatitutions 
.can only augument and reinforce any 
good moral training that the parents 
have already given their children. 

It is in the earlier years of the 
child’s life that character and tastes 
aro largely determined, Character 
traits establish their directions large- 
ly in those ealier years in which, for 
the greater part, the child’s learning 
consists of imitating its parents whom 
it believes to be “able to do anything 
and to know all things.” The rudi- 
mentary shaping of character takes 


Place before the child is swept inte], 


the currents of life, inwhich he ex- 
hibits the same behavious patterns 
towards its schoo] mates that he has 
practiced in ita Gome relationships, 
Tdeas and attitudes have already 
begun to establish themselves” and 
may be modified, but are not likely 
to be greatly changed after a child 
reaches school, 

Should we not use different measur- 
ing rods to appraise the value and 
task of educaton than we now use? 

The wniter feels that we should 
encourage only the very finest of 
our young people to undergo the 
training for a teaching profession. 
And that we should place that train- 
ing on a higher level; at least as 
high a level as that which is required 
for other highly important professions, 
The time js now past when teaching 
should be regarded as less than a life's 
work. It must cease to be treated 
as a mere stepping stone to a mora 
lucrative position, or as a prelude to 
another profession, or even an inter- 
lude between adolescence and mary 
viage. 

‘We are ready to pay large fees to 
specialists in medicine and surgery 
for the vorrection of physical handi- 
caps, or ills, in our child’s body, why 
should we not be quité as much pre- 
pared to reward adequately those 
charged with the even more import- 
ant task of shaping and directing the 
niental, moral and spirituel outlook of 
our children? 

Another new measuring rod Should 
be used te reappraise the ends and 
aims of the educational process ite 
self. Is it not high time that we 
should most carefully re-examine 
these? Prof, Joad says: “As far as 
I see there is little or no agreement 


to what education is for or what} 


it should contain or for how long it 
should continue.” 


Our whole civilization has been 
largely influenced by Greek thought, 
which according to Plato held that 
beauty, health and well-being are 
equivalent to goodness. Our inherit- 
ance from Jewish thought is no less 
davgerous, It confused possession of 
material wealth with divine approval 
until | possessions almost became the 
acle criterion of character. 

With this background of inheritance 
we became intoxicated with our uniquo 
success in scientific discoveries and 
researvh, which has greatly enriched 
mankind in the materia] blessings of 
life. Most parents therefore continue 
to believe that the chief purpose ot 
education is to fit their children to 
earn a good living, and or to fill an 
important place in the community, 
This really means that in education 
above all else children must be taught 
the fine art of evclusive personal 
ambitions, No woader we stress the

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 
YOUR LAWN 


Much has been said and heard about 
the marvelous new weed killer 2, 
4-dichlorophenoxacetic acid, com- 
monly known as 2,4-D, It is different 
from former weed killers which usu- 
ally were fatal to weeds due to their 
caustic contact action 2,4-D moves 
into the plant very rapidly and then 
slowly tortures and starves the plant 
to death, 

An experiment conducted this 
season at the experimental] station, on 
the lawns was desigined to determine 
the best time to spray, what weeds 
would be killed, the effect of spray- 
sing upon the ‘grasses, and what dif- 
ferences if any between the commer- 
cial brands of 2,4-D, 

It was found that 2,4-D’ could be ap- 
plied anytime from late spring to 
October 1, providing the temperature 
was not Jess than 60 and there was 
no prospect of rain for a period of 
four of five hours after application. 
Another point noted was that better 
results were obtained if the weeds 
were in active growing condition 
when application was made, 

A period of from ten days to three 
oy four weeks was required to kill the 
weeds depending upon tie time of 
application It was found that all the 
important lawn weeds of this area 
namely, dandelion, broad leaved 
plantain and chickweed could be con- 
trolled, If more than one treatment 

was applied an earlier spraying lessen- 
ed the amount of seed that formed, 
Plants escaping the early treatment 
were voutrolled by a later spraying, 

Our experiments showed no injury 
to the common types of lawn grasses 
such as Kentucky blue grass creeping 
ned fecue and chewings’ fascue. Whita 
dutch clover however, was in moat 
cases severely injured by 2,4-D 


enough recovery occured so that the 
plant produced seed, If spraying 
was late in the season, u:ually enough 
clover heads had matured so that ro. 
seeding occured, In no_ case was whita 
dutch clover found entirely killed 
out. If the lawn was in a state of 
high fertility and was not kept mowei 
too short, the ‘ reestablishment of 
dandelion seedlings was greatly ro- 
tarded. 

All of the various brands Of 2,4-N 
tried gave similar results except that 
seme avted more rapidly than others. 
The directions for application on the 
packages proved satisfactory.
